Booth is from the Pacific Coast we 
copy the synopsis of his speech: 


He referred to the provisions of 


the bill, aud said if the bill should 
be passed the value of silver would 
bo somewhat enhanced by the new 
use created for it; but just how much 
no one could toll. 
He ooposed tho 


bill, and argued that it might be in 
operation for a period, but it would 
only be temporary. If it should be 
passed, and the Resumption. Act of 
1873 not be 
repealed, tbe 
effect 


would be that all bills of twenty dol- 
lars and lesH would be redeemed in 
silver, and the larger ones in gold. 
He had no doubt that greaubiicks 
aud gold could be brought to a com- 
mon T.i.lue, but he did not expect the 
inauguration of the millenium by 
any kind of legislative enactment. 
It was the true policy of the country 
*o bring every form of money used 
to the samp standard of vaiuo, ami 
that should ba gold standard. It 
could be accomplished by national 
notes more tijun by any bank noten. 
He believed tho funded debt of tht> 
United States should be paid in gold; 
that all forms of currency iu use 
nhonld be equivalent in value, and 
that the Government should line the 
national credit iu tun form of nation- 
al notes, and act lend it to bunk*. 


He urged that tho interest on the 
funded debt should be reduced to 
the lowest possible sum, and United 
States notes be maintained at tbe 
gold standard. 
Thin he believed 


could be done by the use of incon- 
vertible bonds, the interest on which 
should be p:iid in gold. He then re- 
ferred to the National Bank system, 
and caul it was probably the best; we 
ever had; but if one-fourth of tho at- 
tention had been given to improving 
the national currency which had 
been given to banks and the main- 
tenance of a strictly artificial and 
complicated 
system, 
greenbacks 


would have been at par with gold 
long ago. He then spoke at some 
length in favor of interconvertible 
bonds, and in conclusion said he had 
no idea that it would at once start 
the laggard wheels of industry, but 
it would inspire hope. 


We are sorry to note that Mr. 


Booth is in favor of more "inflation." 
There has been too much of the same 
thing already. 
What the people 


want is integrity in finance, an un- 
variable standard iu values, a consti- 
tutional currency, and which shall 
be worth as much to-morrow as to- 
day. The question of "better times" 
is simply a question of better finance, 
the resumption of specie payments, 
the uso of real dollars for all the 
transactions of trade and industry. 
A paper substitute that goes for 
ninety cents to-day, eighty-eight to- 
morrow, and only eighty-five next 
week, would derange and demoralize 
all business to "the crack of doom."

ent shades and tints of these colors. 
The blossoms have also much in- 
creased in size of cultivation. They 
are nil in fall bloom just now, and by 
a judicious arrangement the colors 
aro made to blend so as to make a 
pretty sight. Mr. Waterer has a. nur- 
sery of 150 acres in England, and 
raises large number of plants. About 
all that he has here, and they are 
many hundreds, are already sold. 
The prices average about three shil- 
lings per plant.
